COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP>—An A Al­ 
liance - to - Cleveland commu ter 
train doesn't provide enou gh rev­ 
enu e annu ally even to pay for its 
crew, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
told the Utilities Commission Mon­ 
day. 
The railroad argu ed that “The 
Clevelander,” an interstate train, 
can provide the same service 
The railroad contends it is losing 
more than $30,000 annu ally b y oper­ 
ating the commu ter train. It says 
patronage in the area has declined 
36 per cent since 1952. 
Only ab ou t 85 to 100 people 
normally u se the commu ter serv­ 
ice, the railroad adds, and almost 
90 per cent get on and off at Cleve­ 
land and Ravenna and intermed­ 
iate points. 
Attorney . Examiner Lewis S 
Witherspoon is hearing the case, 
which concerns removal of trains 
Nos. 353 and 354—a morning and 
evening commu ter ru n b etween 
Alliance and Cleveland. The trains 
were to have b een discontinu ed 
Oct. 25, b u t have b een continu ed 
at the commission’s requ est. 
As long as some service re­ 
mains, the railroad does not have 
to ob tain the Utility Commission’s 
consent to remove the commu ter 
ru n. 
Long-time passengers have com­ 
plained, however, that service is 
. inadequ ate now. 
The railroad contends that “The 
C l e ve l a n d e r,” which comes 
I throu gh Ohio, can pick u p the Al­ 
liance passengers at Ravenna in 
the morning and drop them off 
there at night. 
It wou ld make the ru n at ap­ 
proximately the same hou rs as the 
discontinu ed trains, and a special 
b u s wou ld take Alliance commu t­ 
ers to and from Ravenna. 
Commu ters argu e, however, that 
an interstate train with a nu mb er 
of stops may b e late on some oc­ 
casions. The railroad says it wou ld 
send a special train from Alliance 
if the interstate train is more than 
a half-hou r late in the morning.

Presidential candidates nex t y ear may find 


th emselv es figh ting feath erbeds. No imagina­ 


tion is req uired to see h ow th e “feath erbed­ 


ding” issue could dominate th e 19 60 national 


election. 
In th e steel industry , no one calls it “ feath ­ 
erbedding,” but it’s just as truly th e th ing 
causing trouble as it is in railroading, wh ere 
th e issue ov er pay for work not performed 
or not necessary th reatens to cause a railroad 
strike early nex t y ear. 
It is likewise th e issue in th e dock strike, 
now in abey ance under a Taft-Hartley injunc­ 
tion. Sh ould sh ippers be permitted 
by th e 
Longsh oremen's Union to use large sh ipping 
containers th at could be transferred as units 
from land to water transportation, or 
do 
longsh oremen h av e a righ t to destroy th is 
efficiency mov e by unpacking th e containers 
wh en th ey are transferred? 
Do railroads h av e a righ t to bring work 
practices abreast of tech nology , instead of 
stay ing in th e 19 th century and th e early part 
of th is century wh en many of th e practices 
were started? 
Do musicians and stageh ands h av e a righ t 
to collect pay for work th ey do not perform 
or work th at is unnecessary ? Do painters, 
plumbers, carpenters and electricians h av e 
a righ t to collect pay for work th at contractor 
do not need to h av e performed? 


DOES ANY ARTISAN in th e interest of pro­ 
tecting h is righ t in a job h av e a righ t to keep 
an employ er from getting rid of 
practices 
th at add unnecessary ov erh ead? If th e an­ 
sw er to th at seems obv ious, it is because th e 
q uestion h as been made simpler th an it is. 
Industrial tech nology , foreign competition, 
th e general feeling against inflation and th e 
push by m ajor industries to get someth ing in 


return for ev er-rising wages h av e 
brough t 
feath erbedding to a sh owdown. But th ere is 
noth ing new about th e practice; th e problem 
is as old as th e gag about th e fellow wh o 
h elped th e oth er fellow listen wh en h e tapped 
th e wh eels of railroad, cars. Feath erbedding 
may h av e been inv ented wh en an uninv ited 
kangaroo boarded Noah 's Ark in its moth er s 
pouch . 
Wh eth er th e issue is being fough t in th e 
packing industry or th e plastering industry , 
th e same emotion is aroused. To men de­ 
fending th eir jobs, m anagem ent’s desire for 
more 
efficiency 
is 
not 
an 
ov erwh elming 
rebuttal. 
One firm in th e packing industry , Armour 
& Co.. may h av e blazed a trail, incidentally , 
by making an agreem ent with unions to 
finance studies of problems arising from 
laborsav ings practices and to underwrite th e 
cost of efforts to work out reasonable solu­ 
tions. 


UNION WORKERS th rough out th e country 
know wh at h appened to coal miners wh o lost 
th eir jobs because th e mines th at employ ed 
th em were inefficient, compared with h igh ly 
mech anized and automated mines. 
Inefficiency in an industrial operation be­ 
came an ex cuse for inefficiency in h andling 
h uman beings. Tens of th ousands of miners 
are public ch arges because it is not efficient 
for th em to mine coal. 
Th e is th e problem th reatening to loom 
large enough t in 19 60 to th row a sh adow ov er 
a national election. 
How can th e United States make itself ef­ 
ficient enough 
to 
compete 
for 
customers 
with out precipitating mass tech nological un­ 
employ ment, wh ich would be th e most inef- 
ficient th ing it could do to one large group 
of its customers? 


Will a Red One Ever Get Away? 


Th e report on Hungary th at Sir Leslie K. 


Munro h as prepared for th e United Nations 


contains noth ing surprising. 


Hungarians still are liv ing under th e ter­ 


ro r of th eir political m asters. Trials and ex ­ 


ecutions are common. Th e spirit of rev olt is 


a flame to be q uench ed wh enev er it appears. 


But th e fact of suprem e significance in 


th ese y ears of h ope th at th e Russian sph ere 


of influence someh ow may be sh runk by re­ 


sistance is th is: No Red satellite ev er h as 
broken away . 


Th e Munro report can tell th e United N a­ 


tions wh at it needs to know about current 


conditions in Hungary . Th e report made by 


th e late Pov l Bang-Jensen, wh o killed h im­ 


self after h e lost h is U.N. post because h e 
refused to tell th e names of h is informants, 
can tell th e United Nations wh at it dreaded 


to find out about th e abortiv e rev olution In 


19 56. 


But no one can tell th e United Nations 


h ow any country th at h a$ been claimed by 


Russian ex pansionists can break away once 
it h as been taugh t h ow to liv e under th e 
y oke of auth oritarian gov ernment. 


Th e 20th century Russian state h as perfect- 
ed th e art of political suppression as m aster­ 
fully as it h as perfected th e art of political 
interference. So confident are th ese modem 
m asters of auth oritarian rule th at th ey dare 
to talk about ordering th eir troops to leav e 
Hungary . Th at would be a gesture of supreme 
confidence in a job well done — so well done 
H could mean only one th ing! 


Ev ery potential rev olutionist in Hungary 
h ad been killed, deported or h idden in prison. 
Th ere would be noth ing to fear. Hungary 
h ad been made secure for all time from th e 
th reat of freedom.

We can rem em ber wh en cars 
h ad to be started on cold mornings with 
priming cups and h eat applied to th e mani­ 
fold. It was more trouble th an it was worth . 
Th ere h asn't alway s been winter footwear

snug 
and dry . 
Cold 
w eath er eating once was all of a sam eness— 
no v ariety . Winter cloth ing used to be un­ 
wieldy and h eav y . Autos h ad no h eaters of 
any conseq uence, factories and mills were un­ 
protected, street cars and trains h ad stov es. 
You roasted if y ou sat close to th em, sh iv ­ 
ered if y ou mov ed away . 


Th ere was no th erm al underwear for out- 
doorsmen. Ligh tweigh t garm ents th at kept out 
th e wind and kept in th e h eat were still to 
be designed, as were th e m aterials th at were 
to be put into th em. No one h ad dream ed 
of an electric blanket, not ev en Th omas A. 
Edison. 


Romanticists wh o th ink it must h av e been 
wonderful to sit in front of a big fireplace 
and roast ch estnuts nev er both er to th ink 
about th e cold bedrooms th at people retired 
to and th e cold h ouses th ey liv ed in wh en 
th ey couldn’t sit by th e fire. Life in winter 
was a frustrated q uest for comfort, until 
th e robins started to build th eir nests in May .

ON THE WHOLE, th e mov e is 
bound to be useful in stimulating 
th e process of self-ex amination by 
all th e parties concerned.

Synthetic Drug's 
Use Successful In 
Treating Children 


DALLAS, Tex., (AP) -A n Okla­ 
homa doctor told today of a new- 
synthetic drug that helped save 
the lives of 34 gravely ill children. 
Results of a trial of the drug 
at Oklahoma City’s Wesley Hospi­ 
tal were told by Dr. J. Neil Ly- 
saught at the 13th clinical m eet­ 
ing 
of 
the 
American 
Medical 
Assn. 
The new drug is called Altafur. 
Dr. Lysaught used it on children 
suffering 
from 
pneumonia 
and 
bronchiolitis. He treated 59 chil­ 
dren, 34 of whom w ere classified 
as either critically or severely ill. 
After Altafur was given for from 
three to 1*9 days, 54 children were
